Located near the Center School, 
the new building was designed by the Riverdale architectural 
firm of Walton and Madden and will be built at a cost of 
8796,200 by the Avery Construction Company of Edmonston, 
Md.

Steep Incline at Klein’s 

to be Finally Corrected

Work has begun on re-grading the clay slope at the east¬ 
ern end of Beltway Plaza in an effort to control erosion of 
the embankment, which rises steeply between S. Klein’s park¬ 
ing lot and the adjoining Board of Education land. Accord¬ 
ing to engineering plans agreed upon between the owners of 
Beltway Plaza, (First National Realty), the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, and the P.G. County Office of Building Inspections and 
Permits, the slope will be re-graded to lessen the acuteness 
of its angle, and the retaining wall at its base will be partial¬ 
ly relocated. The cost of the work will be borne by First 
National Realty.

The original embankment was a 
grass-covered clay slope with an 
average angle of 45 degrees; melt¬ 
ing winter snows and heavy rains 
have taken their toll over the past 
5 years, causing deep erosion and 
loss of the grass surface. At times 
the clay of the embankment has 
overflowed the present retaining 
wall and deposited itself on the S. 
Klein parking lot. 

As any student of geometry 
knows, the angle of a slope may 
be reduced in either of two ways— 
by cutting back into the land at 
the top, or by extending the slope 
further out at its base. According 
to BIP director, James S. Baker, 
both methods are to be used to 
solve the problem in this case. At 
the base of the slope below the 
Board of Education school bus 
maintenance building, the retaining 
wall is to be moved out about 30 
feet, and the fill of the slope re¬ 
distributed behind it. On either 
side of the maintenance building, 
the top of the embankment will be 
cut back about 30 feet, and soil 
removed to make a slope of about 
30 degrees. 

Some surface soil will be removed 
from the entire area of the new 
slope, to be replaced by a granu¬ 
lar material (probably a mixture 
of sand and gravel) which will al¬ 
low for better drainage. The top 
of the slope, on Board of Educa¬ 
tion property, will be drained by 
means of a trough which will col¬ 
lect surface water and channel it 
into paved swales that will run 
laterally down the slope and into 
the sewer system. Finally , the en-

Progress Report On 
E. Roosevelt Memorial 

Propress is rapidly being made 
on the Eleanor Roosevelt Memor¬ 
ial, Jim Smith reported to city 
council on March. 18. Land-fill 
dirt has been brought in by the city 
to level off the terrain and a stone 
base is being constructed around 
the 80-year old oak tree on Cres¬ 
cent road which is to serve as a 
memorial. A $250 bronze plaque, 
21*4” long and 14” deep, has been 
ordered from a Pennsylvania man¬ 
ufacturer. 

The memorial tree is located be¬ 
tween the Baptist Church and 
Lastner Lane. A platform located 
at the tree site served as a focal 
point for visiting dignitaries who 
wished to have a panoramic view 
of the new town of Greenbelt dur¬ 
ing its construction stage, Mrs. 
Roosevelt was one of those who 
surveyed the project from the plat¬ 
form. 

The memorial will be on a site 
10-foot square enclosed by a decor¬ 
ative wrought iron fence. One pro¬ 
blem encountered has been solved 
due to the generous cooperation 
of Robert Umberger of Lynbrook 
St It was found that part of the 
10-foot square site fell on his pro¬ 
perty (the rest is on city-owned 
property.) Umberger consented to 
give an easement to the city for 
the Memorial. 

The Women’s Club, under the 
chairmanship of Carnie Harper, is 
sponsoring the project. Additional 
funds are still needed to complete 
the project.

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Speaking Sternly 

Pacifying Our Backyard 

Once more, it is springtime. Once 
more bright green sprigs of chick- 
weed pop up all over the lawn and 
creeper vines snake down from 
the forest under cover of unswept 
leaves, and we once more get ready 
for the annual battle against na¬ 
ture. 

At the end of our backyard, past 
the Rockpile - built up of Mary¬ 
land sandstone, gathered patient¬ 
ly from all over the yard - stands 
a little clump of daffodils, waving 
defiantly in the cold breeze. This 
is our furthermost outpost; beyond 
lies the twilight zone, where the 
forest takes over and where the 
battle between man and poison ivy 
swings indecisively this way and 
that every summer. 

It has not been easy to maintain 
that outpost. Only last week we 
had to rake clear the space around 
it and to trim back the ivy tendrils 
which have managed to creep 
within scant inches of its peri¬ 
meter. As we stand on the porch 
and watch those yellow blooms, we 
know very well that another major 
attack is in the making even now, 
and we pray and hope that our 
Sears Roebuck hoe, the big red 
one, will be equal to the task of 
repelling it, if and when it mater¬ 
ializes. 

Closer to our domestic enclave, 
things at first sight appear to be 
more settled. The lawn is emerg¬ 
ing from its winter dormancy and 
once more, green is its dominant 
<eolor. Alas For w know very well 
chat it is not only the Kentucky 
bluegrass that is waking up, but 
also the quackgrass, goosegrass, 
crabgrass, foxtail, bermudagrass 
and other weedy grasses that ev¬ 
ery year try their best to subvert 
our lawn. This is one place where 
our massive tools of gardening - 
rakes and hoes and suchlike - do 
us little good, for those other gras¬ 
ses sprout up right among the 
bluegrass, and can hardly be told 
apart until it is too late. 

The only way to win here is to 
get down on hands and knees and 
patiently search the area tuft by 
tuft. Every summer, we have spent 
many weekends conducting search 
and destroy missions all over the 
lawn. Unfortunately, although we 
have pulled out a lot of crabgrass 
in this manner, we have lacked the 
manpower to maintain constant 
protection of the searched areas, 
and invariably, when we came back 
a month later, we have found them 
as badly infiltrated as before. 

Fart of the blame, it must be 
said, lies with our neighbors - es¬ 
pecially those on one side. While 
we have scrupulously tried to po¬ 
lice our side of the lawn, on their 
side the chickweed, dandelion and 
crabgrass have found a sanctuary, 
from which they can, with impun¬ 
ity, scatter their seeds onto our 
lawn. We have complained many 
times, with little effect. Lately, we 
have even escalated to secretly 
sneaking over under cover of dark¬ 
ness and uprooting our neighbor’s 
tallest weeds; there has been no 
complaints about this so far, and 
we take this as one more bit of 
evidence proving that he really 
doesn’t care waht happens in his 
lawn. 

This year, some members of our 
family have begun to protest that 
we are spending too much time 
and effort in the garden, and too 
fit tie at home. They have even 
suggested that we retreat to our 
domestic enclave and let the gar¬ 
den itself choose in a democratic 
manner what it prefers to grow. 
This, of course, is completely out 
of the question. After all, we have 
a commitment to our neighborhood 
to keep up the appearance of our 
garden, and if we back out now, 
where would our credibility be? 

It would be foolish to try to 
predict how many more years we 
shall have to fight this uphill bat-

tie, though we have faith that we 
are slowly winning. Two, perhaps 
no more than three years from 
now, we hope, the attrition among 
the crabgrass will have reached 
the point where we no longer will 
have to defoliate it with crabgrass 
killer, a procedure we have always 
disliked, since we know very well 
that, inevitably, innocent bluegrass 
plants often get hit by it as well. 

Yes, we think time is on our side, 
but we are not letting our efforts 
slow down. As one famous gar¬ 
dener once said, “Successful lawn 
care grows from well-sharpened 
lawnmower blades.” 

City Notes 

Under an arrangement with the 
contractor who is presently exca¬ 
vating for the new Greenbelt li¬ 
brary. the city expects to receive 
20,000 square yards of fill dirt, 
enough to complete the filling be¬ 
hind the dam at the lake to the 
desired grade. The Public Works 
Dept, hopes to have that area fill¬ 
ed, graded, and seeded to grass be¬ 
fore the summer is over. It will 
be left further undeveloped and 
will be accessible for sandlot base¬ 
ball, scrimmage football and other 
recreational uses. Eventually the 
city hopes to place additional fill 
to grade-level on the land closest 
to Kenilworth and behind the pro¬ 
jected Municipal Services Building. 

The Public Works Dept, poured 
concrete footings this week around 
the Roosevelt Memorial Tree on 
Crescent Rd. and set out the blocks 
of granite stone which a stone ma¬ 
son, hired by the Greenbelt Wom¬ 
an’s Club, will later place upon 
these footings. An ornamental 
wrought-iron fence will then be 
set into place upon the granite 
blocks. 

The city crew also constructed 
two (out of four) experimental 
trash receptacles for yard and gar¬ 
den trash. The two completed are 
at the entrance to 2 Eastway and 
at the rear of 23 Ridge. As part 
of the annual spring clean-up, the 
leaf vacuum made its rounds sev¬ 
eral times this week, and city em¬ 
ployees cleaned away dirt from the 
asphalt path between Parkway and 
St. Hugh’s Church. 

Under contract with the city, the 
Washington Gas-Light Co. is ex¬ 
tending gas service to the munici¬ 
pal swimming pool. Gas hot water 
heaters will be installed for warm 
showers.

Polished Performance of 

“She Stoops to Conquer”

The National Repertory Thea¬ 
tre’s “She Stoops to Conquer”, 
which opened at the restored 
Ford’s Theatre Tuesday, March 26, 
is smoothly played and well paced. 
It joins the adaptation of Stephen 
Vincent Benet’s “John Brown’s 
Body” and Will Shakespeare’s 
“Comedy of Errors” in the com¬ 
pany’s repertoire, and will alter¬ 
nate with these plays until the end 
of the season. 

The production of a 200-year old 
play, even one as popular as this 
one, is both easy and difficult. It 
is easy because the demands set 
by early playwrights are by and 
large easier to meet than those set 
in modern, highly contorted dra¬ 
ma. Yet it is also harder, be¬ 
cause an old play, with its dated 
expressions, moods and situations, 
requires a special effort to bring 
it to life before a modern audience. 

This is especially the case with 
humor, for what is funny to one 
generation often appears dull and 
contrived to the following one. It 
is to the credit of the National 
Repertory Theatre that its produc¬ 
tion of “She Stoops to Conquer” is 
funny, and more than that, is in¬ 
tensely alive as well. The dialogue 
flows smoothly and naturally, the 
action is marred by very little 
stiffness and even the old-stylish 
“side remarks”, audible to the last 
row, fit in quite well. 

While the credit belongs to the 
entire company, we especially en¬ 
joyed Geoffrey Garland as Tony 
Lumpkin and Susan Sullivan as 
Miss Hardcastle. The play is high¬ 
ly recommended to anyone wishing 
for an enjoyable evening of light 
entertainment.

The committee urges GCFH 
members and others to study the 
recommendations of the U.S. Riot 
Commission’s Report with a view 
to their local applicability. 

Pamphlet Illustrates 
New Mail Procedures 

An illustrated pamphlet, Mail for 
Servicemen, which outlines the ex¬ 
panded program for airlifting let¬ 
ters, packages and other military 
mail overseas at low postal rates 
is now available through Greenbelt 
Post Office window clerks, Post¬ 
master Emory A, Harman announ¬ 
ced. 

Postmaster Harman said that “as 
a result of new legislation and ac¬ 
tion by President Johnson, we are 
now airlifting more than 75 per 
cent of all mail going to the mili¬ 
tary men and women stationed a- 
broad.” 

A family sending a 10-pound 
package from Greenbelt, Md., to 
Vietnam, for example pays only 
$3,40 on a package marked PAL, 
whle the air parcel post rate for 
the same package is $8.08, Post¬ 
master Harman said. 

On parcels weighing less than 
5 pounds it might be more advan¬ 
tageous for a family to use the 
older SAM (Space Available Mail 
service), which provides surface 
transportation to the port of em¬ 
barkation and airlift overseas. A 
four-pound SAM package to a Eu¬ 
ropean military post from Green¬ 
belt costs only 65c. On packages 
weighing under two pounds air 
parcel post is often the patron’s 
“best buy” for through airlift ser¬ 
vice, the pamphlet suggests.
